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Mote Is Those who have taken proceedings for pension for functional 
impediments are the wounds stipulated in tie Enforcement 
Regulations of Pension Law* of 1923 in shorty functional 
impediments still left in the little finger of one hand or 
that in two toes of three toes except the first and second 
toes of one foot even after . the medical treatment for more 
than three years. 

Note 2: There may be a good many persons wounded slighter than 

above and the number. of them can only be calculated based 
on presumption as this Bureau has no reliable data. 

In the first report concerning the number of the 
wounded Navy Servicemen and Civilians , the Second Demob! - * 
lization Bureau Liquidation Division has had the data 
with which the total of the wounded was presumed as 
many as 6# 5 times as that of the pensioners. But with re* 
gard to the former Army there is no such data and it is un- 
reasonable to apply above ratio of the Navy to that of the 
‘ Army. 

Should that ratio be applied the tota of the wounded 
of the former Army would, be about 31P ,-000, Moreover it is 
impossible, for the following reasons, to apply the ratio 
of the killed and the wounded basing, on th- historical 
statistics in former wars to that of the Pacific War. 

Note 3: The number of the wounded is exceedingly smaller than that 
of the deaths being totaled about 1,300,000, which is un- 
precedented. 

This is probably resultant ftom the fact that the 
wounded succeedingly took part in the battles withouu hav- 
ing been evacuated and were killed in them or died after 
they had been wounded. 

Note 4: The figures were the results of the investigation conducted 

by the Assistance Sections in each prefectural Government 
into all the documents concerned- ^eighteen kinds in all in- 
cluding the documents submitted by the offices of each city, 
town and village. 

2,290 man-days were spent in this survey. 

Mote 5: The presumptive number in (b) above should be f about 20,000* 

but the results of summing-up .was mentioned above intact.
